C.  The  facts  to  be  oroved  by  these  witnesses  and  documents  are 
the  policies,  utterances,  actions  and  intent  of  the  accused  ARAKI 
during  the  time  in  which  he  is  charged  by  the  Indictrcxit; 

D.  The  revclance  cf  the  testimony  of  these  witnesses,  all  of  whom 
wore  associated  with  the  accused  ARAKI  in  '"Ijlous  capacities  during 
the  time  charged  in  the  Indictment  is,  in  its  tendency  to  establish 
that  the  accused  ARAKI  took  no  oart  in  any  cf  the  conspiracies 
charged  to  him;  and  was  not  in  any  way  connected  with  the  planning, 
initiating  or  waging  of  wars  of  aggression;  and  was,  furthermore, 

in  no  way  connected  with  the  commission  of  any  crimes  against  ncacof 

E.  The  date  upon  which  attendance  of  the  witnesses  will  be  re¬ 
quired  for  testifying  cannot  at  this  time  be  stated  accurately  but 
their  attendance  for  consultation  with  defense  counsel  is  required 
forthwith.
